Ulixs Ceſar, anno mundi 3925. 45 yearcs befoze the 

birth of Chr:ſt, and the pcars befoze his bloody death, 

noting the falſencſſe of ths pcare then uſed, by the 
counſel! of Soſrgcres, an excellent MWathematician, made 
the pcare to conſiſt of 365 dapes, and 6 hourcs, becauſe 
it would be very difficult,to computate theſe 6 hourcs c- 
verp yeare : Foz ſhould pon begin this pears at 12 of the 
clocke,and 6 houres, (t muſt cnd the next peazeat 12 T 
6 hou.aud the next following Would cnd at midnight, Xc. 
Do that we ſhould dztve the beginning of the peare,cre- 
rp 4-peares a dap further, without the' getting of a day;ſo 
that in 124 peares,the Annuntiation of Mary,would fall 
to be where S. Marke Evangeliſt ig,02 a dap ſconcr. To 
avoid which inconventence, Ceſar conciuded, that at c= 
very 4 peares, there ſhould be a dap gotten by the ſurplus 
of he 6 honures in cvorp peare : foz 4 times 6, mabcs 24. 
hou. which dap he added to Febr. foz that it is the Thor- 
teſt Moncth ; and accozding to the ancient , and aiſo
